A FRIGHTFUL DISASTER.

Ike Steamer 8eawahamka Banted at
Hell-Gate.

Fifty Pertob* Boned and Drowned.

The steamboat Seawahanka, which ran
from Peck Slip, New York, up the sound to

Glen Cove, L. I, took fire at half-past four
o’'clock Yesterday afternoon, while off Ran-
dall's island. East river. The fire was caused
by an ex}glosmn in the engine room, and the
middle of the steamboat was soon in flames.
Pilot Charles Smith remained at bis post un-
til be was nearly burned to death, and suc-
ceeded in beaching the venel on the sunken
meadow adjoiningthe island.

Many persons sprang overboard and were
drowned. Many others in the stern of the
vessel could notget off and were burned to
death. Of fiva hundren persons suEposed to
be on board fifty are believed to have per-
ished. The booisfi of about thirty dead per-
sons were recovered. Only those of Dr. Be-
boise, a wealthy gentleman, residence un-
known, and of Mary,Reed, a young woman,
were identified.

Among the saved are Charles A. Dana,
editor of the San* 8. L. M. Barlow, Colonel
W. R. Chase aad K. H. Rochester, Treasurer
of the Western Union Telegraph Company.
The vessel burnt to the water’s edge. )

Just as Hell Gate was passed, the fire
alarm rang out, and flames were discovered
bursting through the pilot house. The offi-
cers and crew assured the ﬁassengers there
was no danger, and headed the boat for Ran-
dall's Island. She grounded on a bar, about
two hundred feef from the shore. The
steamer Granite State, of the Hartford Line,
pfissimr at the time, pickedHig—thirteen pav
sengers and one dead body, which she landed
at White Stone. The steamer Osseo received
the majority of the passengers and proceeded
with them to College Point. Those without
life preserver! saved themselves by clinging
to the ]guards, paddles and other sheltere
parts of the boot.

A stiff breese rapidly swept the flames
across the boat, and the terrified passengers
began to leap into the water. Some were
burned to death; others were drowned. The
captain bravely stuck to his post and held
the boat for ‘the sunken meadows on the
Ward’s island side. She had only halfa mils
to go, and she went in under full head of
steam. Passengers were all the while drop-
ping overboard, and the appalling one* of
ibose who were perishing by flames aad wa-
ter arose over the din of the conflagratioa.
Charles Abel, one of the firemen of the
steamer makes the following statement:

“We made our landing at the foot of Thir-
ty-third street at half past four o’clock, aod it
was about fifteen minutes later when we
reached Little Hell Gate. | was sitting iu
the wing or port gangway, after having
started the bilge pump, when | heard a noise,
and on looking around saw fire pouring out
of the fire-room. | got up aad tried to make
my way into the fire-room, but the flames
were too much for me. We were just off
Randall’s island, aod, running forward, |
yelled to the captain, who was at the wheel,
to bead for shore, but he shouted back that
he could not. 1 then ran into the cabins for-
ward, and urged the steward and passengers
to save themselves. They did not suspect the
vessel was on fire then, as no smoke or flame
was blown in that direction. At that time
the woodwork of the vessel about her center

was burning like tinder, and the flames were
g1al§ing theft way toward both ends of the
oat.

There were, probably, about three hundred
persons on board. Men were jumping from
the hurricane deck into the water, and a
large number of terrified women and chil-
dren were huddled near the sternof the boat
The Seawahaka was finally beached on Ran-
dall’s Island, but soon burnt to the water's
edge. Captain Charles P. Smith was at the
wheel, and stuck to his post to the last. His
face and body were badP/ burred. Small
boats came to the rescue_from every direc-
tion. The steamb .ate Granite State, brand
for Hartford, the Qsseo, Miunehannock and
Sylvan Glen bad boats manned aad seat to
our assistance. The clothing or many chil-
dren on board took *fire, and some of them
were severely burned.

Engineer Weeki put on a #nii <~ of

i amiold, in resPonse to a signal from
the captain, and then climbed up among the
machinery and was seen standing on the np-

er deck rylnlg to raise the valves, so that
he steam Could escape and an explosion be
avoided. The crew did their duty like men,
and few pj them lost their presence of mind.

The vessel burned like powder, after onoe
the fiamee started, and Uwm « terrible "ceqe,
Shrieking women and children were huddled
aft until their clothes caught fire, and those
on the forward part of the boat were men
who were cut off from communicating with
or going to the rescue of their female rela-
tives and friends by the flames, which burnt
tbe fiercest about the center of the boat. Mr.
Moires, onr porter, saw a child floating on
its back, and was going to jump overboard to
rave it, when a_frantic woman clutched hia
arm, saying: ‘“Youare a strong moo, and |
am a woman without any friends on board—
for God's Mke help me.” The porter left
tbe child to itself aad 1 believe saved the
woman. o
_ A lady was climbing dawn the ladder lead-
ing from the promenade deck to the main
deck, but as a ladder is a pretty hard thin
for a man to get down at anv fime, she fe
into the gangway amid the ftamev. Myself
and about half a dozen rescued her from her
erilous position. | saw a butcher, who be-
ongs either at Great Neck or Laud’s Point
grab up aa a*parague-box, and before I could
stop_him jump overboard with it. 1yelled
at him not tojump or be would be struck by
the wheel. Hedid not heed me, aad went

*over forward. The last|saw of him he was
going under the wheel. Several ethers
who went over forward also went under the
paddle-wbeela.”

As
a matter of course the only benefit to bs de-
rived by tbe public is, that the streets are
to be torn up and irrepairably damaged by
the laying of pipes.

Is it not high time that this abuse of grant-
ing charters to any kind of humbug should
cease without further ceremony ? Is not this
city already bodily sold to the gas company,
water works tympany and street railway
company ? Are more monopolies to be foisted
upon the citizens?

Please tell the anxious public, Mr. Elitor
what appreciable benefit is derived from our
already existing monopolies? What consid-
eration has been paid by the beneficiaries to
the dty or people?

The gas company holds its iron grasps npon
cur throats, and if we dare bat an eye we
are threatened with d&rkuess. It L> the great
privilege of that corporation to tear up all
streets.whenever and wherever they please,

and leave them in most wretched
condi'iou; but bad as the gas com-
pany is, it is endurable whei com-

pared with the water works. Has that insuf-
ferable nuisance a redeeming quality, or has
it, or will it ever comolv with any of the pro-
visions of its charter? Instead of wholesome
water it furnishes nauseating, pestilential,
filthy, nasty stuff at high prices, which is
dignified by calling it pare water. As fire
protection, it has proved in every emergency
a disastrous failure. But whea they tear up
streets their employes possess tbe eminent
faculty of leaving the streets in a m >st horri-
ble condition fearful to behold, the cause of
innumerable broken springs and vehicles,
and boundless profanity.

There is not a sane man who doubts for a
moment when the ring of swindlers of the
original water works company came before
the oouncil for a charter, tnat in coisidera-
tion of its grant the dty could have had such
water as they furnish, for fire and all other
public purposes, free of ch&rgejthe compa-
ny would have jumped at the chance of im-
posing a monopoly npon ns npon any condi-
tion. But to-day w* are bound hand and
foot in tha clutches of a parcel of foreign
corporators, witnont prospect of release and
tbe indefinite privilege of robbing the treas-
ury.

The names of comc'Imen and aldermen
who lend themselves to charter the new
monopoly of a Steam Heating Co., will be
closely scrutinized and treasured up for a
day of wrath which is sure to corns, and not
far distant. More Aitov.

The Castleton Camp_Sleeting—An Explan-
ation.

rent for those occupied, and he was certainly
entitled to the profits, which were, net, about
$800. Tbe members of the church at Cadle-
Uin took littls or no interest in the meeting.
Not mere than one or two families tented on
the ground the whole titne, and very few at
all, but the profits of the
Bunday trains and the cigar
stands were all the same. Now, feeing that
there is a big thing in the way of profits,
these trustees propose to run excursion trains
on Sunday and call it a camp meeting in
their Interest, this year to which the preach-
er naturally enough objects. He invented
this method qt raising money for religious
purposes—it is religions to pay the preacher
—sad uwould beau infringement f ir which
tbe courts should punish the offender. Toe
prracber is clearly right in clatmtog the ex-
clusive benefit of his profitable invention, at
east to lor as Castleton is concerned,
though 1 see no good reason why
any preacher liviig on a railroal may
not rrgariae a similar camo meeting,
and make a good thing oat of the Sunday
traffic.

Bee Culture ta

The bureau of statistics is jgetting some In-
terest! ne information from the various coun-
ties of the state, a pan of which is ia regard
to bee culture. So_far thirty four counties
have reported, and in these the average num-
ber of stands is 1,500. Last year was a very
poor one for honey, and might not be re-
garded as a good one on which to base an es-
fimate, but accordln% to it the average
amount of hone%/ 0 each colony of
bees was ut two pounds.
The returns show that there is only a certain
amount of honey to be found in each locality
and that that iS an secured whether the
number of bees is large or small. In those
counties where theré are many stands the

roduction is small, but where the stands are

ut few the production is reversed. For in-
stance, in Lawrence county there are 7,168
colonies and the annual production is but 2,-
928 pounds, while in Martin oonnty the pro-
duction is 2,768 pounds from 420" colonies.
From this it is evident that bee culture in
Indiana is capable of cultivation only to a
limited extent, and when the number ol col-
onies is increased above a certain number, the
average production decreases accordingly.
True, there are some localities in which,
from the amount of honey and number of
stands reported, the latter might be in-
creased, bnt the general condition of the in-
dustry thronghont the state  show that it is
about as good as can be acquired.
